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AuSable Artisan Village plans to 
have gallery opened by spring

The AuSable Artisan Village 
Project is poised to take a huge step 
forward by opening an art gallery - 
or potentially two galleries - in 
downtown Grayling. 

About 40 people attended an 
AuSable Artisan Village (AAV) 
Project meeting last week, where 
President and Artist Terry 
Dickinson gave a recap of plans to 
boost the presence of art in the com- 
munity as well as future endeavors 
in Grayling. 

Currently, the AAV is considering 
establishing an art gallery in the for- 
mer Ben Franklin building or the 
former Grayling Mercantile build- 
ing, which is located next to the X- 
Press Copy. About $10,000 in dona- 
tions were pledged toward a lease 
with an option to buy a building last 
week. 

Other buildings were also stud- 
ied, including the former Northern 
Concepts building. Owner Bill 
Gannon, however, has plans to 
expand his Bottle Cap Museum fea- 
turing Coca-Cola memorabilia, into 
the building. The museum is cur- 


rently housed in the Dawson and 
Stevens 1950s Classic Dinner. 

Ideally, the AAV would like to 
establish an art gallery in the former 
Ben Franklin building because it 
would allow more space for art dis- 
plays and classroom space. 

“That property has some of the 
highest foot traffic downtown,” 
Dickinson said. 

In contrast, the former Grayling 
Mercantile building would involve 
rotating displays, more storage and 
a lower cost to get the gallery estab- 
lished. 

The AAV Board appointed a 
committee to develop a business 
plan for the gallery. The committee 
will make its recommendation on 
which building to locate in or if 
both galleries should be opened on 
Monday, March 7 at the Grayling 
City Hail. 

The goal is to have the gallery 
opened by the opening day of trout 
fishing season on Saturday, April 
30, to capture the influx of visitors 
to the community. 

“We don’t have time to wait until 
fall to get this off the ground,”

Governor calls for 
Shawono Center 
closure as part of 
two-year budget

Forty-five jobs and a juvenile detention 
facility that has called Crawford County 
home for over three decades are on the 
chopping block for the state budget axe. 

Michigan Gov. 
Thursday announced that the Shawono 
‘Center, which is located on Howes Lake 
Road about six miles west of Grayling, will 
potentially be closed to help cut a $45 bil- 
lion state deficit budget over the next two 
years. Along with closing the Shawono 
Center, 22 beds at the Maxey Training 
School in Whitmore Lake are proposed to 
be eliminated. Overall, the recommenda- 
tions would result in $787,000 in savings 
for the Michigan Department of Human 
Services (DHS). 

The Shawono Center is a secure treat- 
ment facility for male juveniles between the 
ages of 12 and 21 years who have been 
adjudicated for one or more felony counts.

The center offers three spectalized treat- 


ment programs. The sex offenders program 
has 20 beds and limits the contact with the 
other treatment groups. The addictions/sub- 
stance abuse treatment group and the gener- 
al delinquents treatment group, which 
includes youth and young men with mild to 
medium mental health issues, each have 


nine treatment beds.

Crawford County Board agrees 
to ORV road network requests

The Crawford County Board 
approved three requested changes to 
the county’s ORV ordinance last 
week and fielded some concerns 
with ORV travel near Lake 
Margrethe. 

After holding a public hearing, 
the county board approved changes 
requested by the Lovells Township, 
Maple Forest Township and South 
Branch Township Boards of 
Trustees to open roads to accommo- 
date ORV travel and businesses in 
the county, 

Lovells Township requested the 
opening of McMasters Bridge Road 
to North Down River Road, where 
the township line is located. 

South Branch Township requested 
opening McMasters Bridge Road 
from Sunrise Road to the Lovells 


Township line for ORV travel. 

In addition, South — Branch 
Township requested a small section 
of South Forester Road from 
Pioneer Road to Hall Road be 


opened to ORVs. The section of 


roadway will allow riders to connect 


-with Hunter Lake Road and allow 


them to bypass the Mason Tract and 
Kirtland’s Warbler habitat in the 
Huron-Manistee National Forest. 
Maple Forest Township request- 
ed that County Road 612 from the 
west township line to Roberts Road 
be opened for ORV travel. In addi- 
tion, the township asked that all 
portions of Townline Road located 
within Maple Forest Township to be 
opened. All of Townline Road, 
which includes portions which dip 
into Grayling Charter Township, 
will now be open for ORV travel, 
which will link trailheads, said John 


Chad, a director for the Happi Trails 
ATY Club, who worked with town- 
ship officials to solidify the changes 
for the ORV ordinance. 

Last’ year, Grayling Charter 
Township, Beaver Creck Township 
and Frederic Township requested 
that all roads in their jurisdictions be 
opened to ORV travel, The Grayling 


City Council adopted an ORV ordi- 


nance in June. 

Besides being present to confirm 
requested changes, township offi- 
cials had little to say at the mecting. 

Last year, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners voted to 
open up all county roads to ORV 


and ATV travel 365 days a year, 24 


hours a day and seven days a week 
unless a request was made to keep 


the roads closed from the City of 


Grayling, the townships in the coun- 
ty or the Michigan Department of 


Natural Resources. 

When the ordinance was initially 
adopted in 2009, ORV operators 
were allowed to travel on the shoul- 


‘ders of some county roads. The 


Crawford County Road 
Commission and the townships at 
that time choose to close ORV traf- 
fic on some roads because of safety 
and environmental concerns. 

The road commission had the 
authority to close up to 30 percent 
of the total linear miles of roads in 
Crawford County to address safety 
issues and environmental concerns, 
But in 2010, the road commission 
board changed its course because it 
believed that the use of ORVs under 
the county ordinance is in the best 
economic interest of Crawford 
County. |

Dickinson said. 

The seeds for the AAV 
were established in 2007, 
when Grayling builder 
Scott McClain pitched the 
idea to help spur economic 
development through the 
arts to former Crawford 
County Economic 
Development Partnership 
Director Gaila Gilliland. 
The Watershed Art Project, 
meant to recognize the 
AuSable River and 
Manistee River, was formed 
shortly afterwards. The 
organization had successful 
holiday and spring events. 

In 2008, the Winner’s 
Circle Art Gallery estab- 
lished downtown in the 
Apollo’s Lyre building. 
Sixty present of sales from 
art sold from the gallery 
went toward rental costs, A 
year aller opening, the 
owner of the building broke 
even on her cost to rent the 
building to artists who had 


been recognized as winners 
at juried art shows. But last 
fall, the artists were asked 
to relocate because the 
owner had other plans for 
the building. 

In late 2009 and early 
2010, Kirtland Community 
College President Tom 
Quinn started presenting 
plans on building a huge art 
gallery in Grayling, which 
would feature arts and 
crafts from hundreds of 
artists in the region. The 
college also proposed 
bringing art classes and 
general education classes, 
which are now being held in 
Grayling’s Nature Center, 
to the community. 

Over the last several 
months, the groups have 
culminated their efforts and 
plans. The AAV is now a 
committee as part of the 
Grayling Promotional 
Association because the 
goals of both organizations 
are harmonious, Dickinson 


- said. 

The AAV had a tempo- 
rary art gallery last year, 
which was opened from 
Memorial Day to Labor 
Day. Dickinson said that 
downtown business owners 
noticed increased business 
and activity downtown 
when art events were being 
held. 

“We really need to bring 
people to Grayling to help 
businesses thrive,” 
Dickinson said. 

If fund-raising is success- 
ful, Dickinson said the AAV 
would immediately start 
working on opening a sec- 
ond gallery. He added that 
arts supply businesses and 
art frame shops would fill 
downtown buildings after 
the galleries open their 
doors. 

“We're going to go down 
the street so we can fill 
empty building after empty 
building until we ‘turn this 
town back into a vibrant 


community,” 
said. . 

Dickinson praised the 
artists, community leaders 
and volunteers who have 
brought the project to this 
point. 

“This convergence of tal- 
ent does not happen every- 
day,” Dickinson said.

The Shawono Center 
opened in 1974. The facility 
underwent a major remodel- 
ing project in 1995, when 
infrastructure for its resi- 
dential and academic quar- 
ters were completed. The 
last facelift occurred in 
2001, when the Shawono 
Center’s kitchen facilities 
were upgraded. 

Last week, Debra Jones, 
the director at the Shawono 
Center, said staff continued 
to implement new treatment 
programs. She added that 
referrals were also coming 
in from counties across that 
state.

kids and we’ve got to take 
care of them. That’s our 
job.” 

Currently, there are 22 
young men in the Shawono 
Center’s treatment — pro- 
prams, said  Khristina 
Fecher, spokeswoman for 
the DHS. Those offenders 
will be transferred to other 
facilities or transitioned 
back into their hometown 
communities. 

Fecher said the proposal 
to close the Shawono Center 
reflects the state's declining 


need for juvenile detention 
facilities as well as adminis- 
trative efficiencies achieved 
at other such facilities. 


Fecher said the state 
would assist Shawono 
Center employees with 


other employment options. 

“We will work with those 
people to transfer them into 
other positions within DHS 
or other state agencies they 
may qualify for,” Fecher 
said.

ONE HAPPY camper should be 
the Michigan business community. 
For at least a half century, 
Michigan — lawmakers have 
searched for fair and productive 
ways for business to pay taxes to 
help operate state government. 

In an example of political and 
social irony, Republican Gov. 
Snyder is proposing a 6 percent tax 
on corporate profits, a move being 
hailed by the business community 
generally as fair and just. 

The Snyder tax would replace 
the Michigan Business Tax adopt- 
ed a couple of years ago, which 
replaced the former Single 
Business Tax, which had replaced 
the Business Activities Tax, which 
had been adopted tn the first place 
to forestall a tax on corporate prof- 
its, which had been pushed unsuc- 
cessfully for years by long-serving 
Democratic Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams and strongly opposed 
just as long by big Michigan busi- 
ness interests and Republican law- 
makers. 

Non-incorporated — businesses 
will not pay the corporate profits 
tax, but owners and operators will 


pay under the personal income tax. 

Gov. Snyder’s approach to busi- 
ness growth in Michigan has been 
to depend more on expansion by 
businesses already operating in 
Michigan, rather than primarily to 
attract. new industries, which 
secms in line with his ideas to 
tighten but not eliminate public 
use of tax incentives for new busi- 
nesses, including large subsidies 
for movie makers, 

* of * 

ALL IN ALL, the Snyder budget 
proposals appear to have more 
positives than negatives for the 
state at large. 

The plan appears to be designed 
by an accountant, which Rick 
Snyder is, to get the state’s 
finances in order. His proposals 
will not all be accepted by the pub- 
lic or adofted by the legislature, 
and many will never be applauded 
by the individuals or interest 
groups which they affect adverse- 
ly, 

New taxes are included tn the 
total package, either direct ones, 
such as extending income taxes to 
public pensions, or indirect ones, 
such as the higher tuition rates col- 
lege students and families will pay 


because of reduced state treasury 
funds to universities.

WHAT’S NEXT? ~ Rick Snyder 
has become so deeply involved in 
the lives of Michigan citizens that 
it’s difficult to recall it was only 13 
months ago that most of us had 
even heard of him. 

Even when he launched his 
long-shot campaign for governor 
with his first “one tough nerd” 
commercial during the 2010 Super 
Bow], the first public impression 
was dim. He has come a long way, 
and apparently with the primary 
focus of doing exactly what he is 
doing with his first budget pro- 
gram for Michigan. | 

it would be a second political 
marvel if he is able to push into 
law this year most of what he is 
proposing. It may take two or even 
three years to get the entire pro- 
gram into place that Gov, Snyder 
sees as “the right thing to do” for 
Michigan. 

What then? [ have never met 
Rick Snyder, nor even seem him in 
person. All | know ts what I read in 
the papers, but I have a hunch he 
will choose to be a one term gov- 
ernor, not because the voters don’t 


like what he’s trying to do, but 
because he will get most of it in 
place before the 2014 election. 

He’s a businessman, an accoun- 
tant and attorney, and not a politi- 
cian. If he accomplishes what he 
set out to do, why stick around? 

Of course, many people once 
elected to responsible public office 
often change their perspective, and 
even the “one tough nerd” from 
Ann Arbor might succumb. 

To this point are his comments 
in a recent interview with The 
Detroit Free Press: 

“My goal, my legacy in many 
respects, is: Did I do what I said I 
was going to do ... did I leave a 
longer term legacy of success that 
wasn’t about me ever being gover- 
nor, but did | create a structure or 
format, a vision for Michigan, a 
plan for Michigan and a set-up that 
can go beyond me ever being gov- 
ernor, so that other people, better, 
smarter people can come in and 
build on...?”

FAA Legislation preserves economic 
lifeline for Michigan communities 


The Senate recently (ook 
an important step toward 
keeping the nation — and 
especially Michigan — con- 
nected to the global econo- 
my. 

In approving a bill to 
authorize funding for the 
Federal Aviation 
Administration, we voted 
for a modern U.S. aviation 
system, one that can move 
people and goods from 
coast to coast and bring vis- 
itors to .our nation from 
around the world. 
Importantly, the legislation 
continues the Essential Air 
Service Program. Michigan 
is once of the biggest benefi- 
ciaries of this program, 
which keeps less populated 
communities that are far 
from major hub airports 
connected to the air trans- 
portation network. 

Why was this legislation 
so important? A safe and 
efficient aviation system 
goes hand in hand with a 
strong economy. It goes 
hand in hand with job cre- 
ation. We are fortunafe to 
have the best aviation sys- 
tem in the world, and we 
must continue to make the 
necessary investments and 
upgrades to retain that high 
standard.

runways across the state, 
from Detroit Wayne County 
Metro Airport in the south 
to Sawyer International 
Airport in the Upper 
Peninsula.

required to serve some 
smaller airports no longer 
had to do so. EAS provided 
funding to help keep airline 
service at airports where 
commercial flights might 
not otherwise be affordable. 

This program has made a 
big difference to Michigan. 
Eight airports in our state 
have commercial air service

12:17-20 is how to over- 
come evil with good. Verse 
21 states this summary: 
“21 Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with. 
good.” Living by love make 
us honest in verse 17: 
“Recompense to no man evil 
for evil. Provide things hon- 
est in the sight of all men.” 
Living by love makes us 
peaceful in verse 18: “Tf it 
be possible, as much as lieth 
in you, live peaceably with 
all men.” Living by love 
mikes us non-vindictive in 
verse 19: “Dearly beloved, 
avenge not yourselves, but 
rather give place unto wrath:

George Gingerick, Fred 
Kassell, Shannon Kraycs, 
Jim Reed and Charlie Tinker 
cleared the final red tap 
with the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission, altow- 
ing the group to legally 
announce themselves as new 
owners of The Ole Barn, 
Last July, Gingerick and 
Shawn Kraycs began initial 
discussions on purchasing 
The Ole Barn. They deter- 
mined that at least five peo- 
ple should be part of an 
owner’s group rather than 
just having two partners. 
Tinker and Recd were first 
invited in on the deal, then 
Kassell became involved.

Office, it was legally deter- 
mined he could not be listed 
as an owner. His sister, 
Shannon Kraycs, was then 
invited in to take his place.

Kassell said. 

All owners were either 
bom and raised in Grayling 
or have lived and visited the 
community for a number of 
years, 

“We're all locals or a least 
we're all grandfathered in by 
now,” Reed said. 

The history of The Ole 
Barn dates back nearly four 
decades. 

Lewey Stillwagon built 
The Ole Barn and_ trans- 
ferred his liquor license to 
the establishment when the 
Polyhedron Hotel — was 
ordered to close as Hanson 
Hills in 1973.

Crawford County 
Board agrees to ORV 
road network requests

Township residents, who live 
on MclIntyres Landing Road, 
which leads to Lake 
Margrethe, voiced concerns 
with ORVs and motorcycles 
traveling through the area. 

Douglas Jensen said four- 
wheelers and motorcycles 
race up and down the road 
up into nearby hills, sling 
gravel and tear up the shoul- 
der of MclIntyres Landing 
Road and adjacent roads, 

“I don’t know what the 
answer is but somebody is 
going to gel hurt,’ Jensen 
said. 

Larry Rouse said he fears 
for the lives of his grandchil- 
dren and other children that 
play in the area while the 
ORVs are traveling up and 
down the roads. 

County commissioners 
advised the gentleman to 
contact the Grayling Charter 
Township Board with a pro- 
posal to close the road if the 
speeds and safety concerns 
cannot be curtatled. 

“Tf there is a health, safety 
and welfare issue, those peo- 
ple have a right to close their 
roads," said Rick Anderson, 
vice-chairman of — the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners Chairman 
Dave Stephenson said clos- 
ing the road is the only 
choice county and township 
officials have. 

“If they can’t get it under 
control, than it’s going to get 
shut down," Stephenson 
said. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk A, Wakefield said he 
had requested traffic consul- 
tants from the Michigan 


State Police study the speed 
limits on Mcintyres Landing 
Road in hopes of getting 
them lowered. State Police, 
however, concluded that the 
speed fimits should remain 
the same. The speed limit, 
entering a curve on the road 
is 35 mph, then increases to 
40 mph. Wakefield wants the 
speed limit decreased to 25 
mph, which is the speed 
limit established by the 
county's ORY ordinance. 

Wakelield vowed to circu- 
late a petition among proper- 
ty owners in the neighbor- 
hood and submit it to the 
State Police along with a 
request for a follow-up tral- 
fic study if problems with 
ORVs and motorcycles per- 
sist. 

“They’re knuckleheads,” 
Wakefield said of ORV rid- 
crs and motorcyclists creat- 
ing the problems. “They 
don’t respect other people’s 
property and thats sad.”

An ordinance adopted for the purpose of author- 
izing and regulating the operation of Off Road 
Vehicles (ORVSs) on roads in Crawford County, 
and for the purpose of providing penalties for the 
violation thereof, and for the distribution of public 
funds resulting from those penalties pursuant to 
2008 PA 240, MCL 324.81131. 


THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD ORDAINS: 


Sec. 1 As used in this ordinance, the following 
definitions shall apply: 


a) “County” means the County of Crawford. 


b) “Driver license” means an operator's or chauf- 
feur's license or permit issued to an individual by 
the secretary of state under chapter Ilt of the 
Michigan vehicle code, 1949 PA 300, MCL 
257.301 to 257.329, for that individual to operate 
a vehicle, whether or not conditions are attached 
to the license or permit. 


c) “Far Right of the Maintained Portion of the 
Road” means the shoulder of the road which is 
improved by pavement, tar and chips, concrete, 
or other similar materials and means the extreme 
right of the open portion of the right of way when 
the roadway is not improved by pavement, tar 
and chips, concrete or other similar materials. 


d) “Operate” means to ride in or on, and be in 
actual physical control of the operation of an 
ORV. 


e) “Operator” means a person who operates or is 
in actual physical control of the operation of an 
ORV. 


f) “ORV” means a motor driven off road recre- 
ation vehicle capable of cross-country travel 
without benefit of a road or trail, on or immediate- 
ly over land, snow, ice, marsh, swampland, or 
other natural terrain. ORV or vehicle includes, 
but is not limited to, a multitrack or multiwheel 
drive vehicle, an ATV, a motorcycle or related 2- 
wheel, 3-wheel, or 4-wheel vehicle, an amphibi- 
ous machine, a ground effect air cushion vehicle, 
or other means of transportation deriving motive 
power from a source other than muscle or wind. 
ORV however does not include a registered 
snowmobile, a farm vehicle being used for farm- 
ing, a vehicle used for military, fire, emergency, 
or law enforcement purposes, a vehicle owned 
and operated by a utility company or an oil or gas 
company when performing maintenance on its 
facilities or on property over which it has an 
easement, a construction or logging vehicle 
used in performance of it's common function, or 
a registered 

aircraft. 


g) “Road” means a county primary road or coun- 
ty local road as described in section 5 of 1951 PA 
51, MCL 247.655. 


h) “Road Commission” means the Board of 
County Road Commissioners for the County of 
Crawford. 


i) “Safety certificate’ means a certificate issued 
pursuant to 1994 PA 451 as amended, MCL 324. 
81129, or a comparable ORV safety certificate 
issued under the authority of another state or a 
province of Canada. To obtain a safety certifi- 
cate, the operator must take an ORV safety edu- 
cation course and pass the certification exam. 
Information on courses and scheduling can be 
obtained by calling the Department of Natural 
Resources at $17-373-1230 or by visiting the 
Recreation Safety Classes section of the 
Michigan DNR website at 
www.dnr.state.mi.us/recnsearch/. 


j) “Shoulder means that portion of a street or 
highway to the immediate right of the road sur- 
face while facing the direction of travel, which is 
not generally used for vehicular travel. 


Sec. 2 An ORV may be operated on the far right 
of the maintained portion of a road within the 
county with these exceptions: 


a). An ORV may not be operated on the road sur- 
face, roadway, shoulder or right- of- way of any 
State or Federal highway including but not limit- 
ed to M-18, M-72, M-93, or 1-75 or any other 
State or Federal highway in Crawford County. 
See attached Appendix A for a list of roads for 
operation. The City of Grayling has their own 
ORV Ordinance within the limits of the City of 
Grayling. 

Sec. 3 Except as set forth herein or otherwise 
provided by law, an ORV meeting all of the fol- 
lowing conditions may be operated on a road or 
street in the county: 


a) at a speed of no more than 25 miles per hour 
or a lower posted ORV speed limit. 


b) by a person not less than 12 years of age. 
¢) with the flow of traffic. 


d) in a manner which does not interfere with traf- 
fic on the road or street. 


@) traveling single file except when overtaking 
and passing another ORV.

f) when visibility is not substantially reduced due 
to weather conditions unless displaying a lighted 
headlight and lighted taillight. 


g) 1/2 hour before sunrise until 1/2 after sunset 
unless displaying a lighted headlight and lighted 
taillight. 


h) while displaying a lighted headlight and light- 
ed taillight at all hours beginning January 1, 
2010. 


i) while the operator and each passenger is 
wearing a crash helmet and protective eyewear 
approved by the United States department of 
transportation unless the vehicle is equipped 
with a roof that meets or exceeds standards for a 
crash helmet and the operator and each passen- 
ger is wearing a properly adjusted and fastened 
seat belt. 


j) with a throttle so designed that when the pres- 
sure used to advance the throttle is removed, the 
engine speed will immediately and automatical- 
ly return to idle. 


k) while the ORV is equipped with a spark 
arrester type United States forest service 
approved muffler in good working order and in 
constant operation. 


1) pursuant to noise emission standards defined 
by law. 


Sec. 4 Aperson less than 16 years of age shall 
not operate an ORV on a road in the county 
unless the person is in possession of a valid dri- 
ver’s license or under the direct supervision of a 
parent or guardian and the person has in his or 
her possession an ORV safety certificate or a 
comparable ORV Safety Certificate issued under 
the authority of another state or province of 
Canada. 


Sec. 5 Unless a person possesses a valid driv- 
ers license, a person shall not operate an ORV 
on a road or street in the county if the ORV is 
registered as a motor vehicle and is either more 
than 60 inches wide or has three wheels. 


Sec 6. Camp Grayling Joint Maneuver Training 
Center is a military training base owned .and 
operated by the Michigan National Guard Many 
of the counties primary and local roads run 
through the military reservation. Frequently the 
military will close county roads to facilitate range 
live fire activities. When this occurs the road net- 
works in the areas involved are closed by range 
gates. This is done for the safety of both civilian 
and military personnel. Under no circumstances 
are you allowed to go around these range gates. 
A road closed by a range gate is to be consid- 
ered closed to ORV traffic inasmuch as any other 
road closed to ORV traffic. Violators are putting 
themselves in great danger of immediate bodily 
harm by munitions fired by the military. In addi- 
tion to the danger involved in entering a live fire 
range area, Crawford County will impose any 
and ail fines and costs allowed by law in addition 
to the fines and costs contained in this ordi- 
nance, Camp Grayling routinely publish a range 
firing schedule in the Crawford County 
Avalanche. Additional information on Range 
Firing activities and restricted range areas may 
be obtained by calling Camp Grayling Range 
Control at 989-344-6163. 


Sec. 7 Ina court action in this state, if competent 
evidence demonstrates that a vehicle that is per- 
mitted to operate on a road or street pursuant to 
state law was in a collision with an ORV required 
to be operated on the far right of the maintained 
portion of the road or street pursuant to this ordi- 
nance, the operator of the ORV shall be consid- 
ered prima facie negligent. 


Sec. 8 Any person who violates this ordinance is 
guilty of a municipal civil infraction and may be 
ordered to pay a civil fine of not more than 
$500.00 by a court of law. In addition, the court 
shall order the defendant to pay the cost of 
repairing any damage to the environment, a road 
or Street, or public property damaged as a result 
of the violation. 


Sec. 9 The County Treasurer shall deposit all 
fines and damages collected under this ordi- 
nance into a fund to be designated as the ORV 
Fund. The County of Board of Commissioners 
shall appropriate revenue in the ORV Fund as 
follows: 


a) Fifty percent to the Crawford County Road 
Commission or, in the case of a city or village, to 
the department responsibie for street mainte- 
nance in the city or village, for repairing damage 
to roads or streets and the environment that may 
have been caused by ORV's, and or for posting 
sign’s indicating ORV speed limits, or indicating 
whether roads are open or closed to the opera- 
tion of ORVs. 


b) Fifty percent to the County Sheriff for ORV 
enforcement and training. 


Sec 10, The County shall maintain a master map 
of ali roads under the jurisdiction of the Road 
Commission upon which shall be indicated those 
roads and parts or sections thereof upon which 
the operation of ORV's is permitted and prohibit- 


ed pursuant to this Ordinance. The County shall 
make such master map available for interested 
groups or organizations to make copies for distri- 
bution to the general public, but shall have no 
obligation to make, or to assume any expense 
associated with the making of such copies. 


Sec. 11 This ordinance becomes effective upon 
publication in the local newspaper the Crawford 
County Avalanche.

Pursuant to Public Act 466 of 1988, MCL 287.708 and MCL 287.709 (8-10) 


, Failure to comply with requirements under this zoning order 
may resuit in penalties under MCL 287,744. 


- Datinitions 


As used in this order the following terms are defined as: 


“Cattle” means all bovine (genus Bos) animals, bovine-like animals 
(genus Bison) also commonly referred to as American buttalo or 


bison and any cross of these species unless otherwise specifically 
provided. 


“Freezer Beef Herd” means a cattle herd approved by the director 
that passes an annual inspection verifying the herd is comprised of 
6 or less head in which no breeding of cattle occurs, no cattle are 


moved to any other premises, and all cattle are raised only for per- 
sonal consumption. 


“Initial Identification” means the first time an official identification is 
placed on an animal, whether it is for tuberculosis testing, comply- 
ing with movement requirements, or any other reason. 


“Michigan Licensed Livestock Auction Market” means a premises 
licensed as a livestock auction under Public Act 284 of 1937, as 
amended, MCt 287.121 ~ 287.131. 


“USDA Approved Livestock Market” means a premises where live- 
stock are assembled and that has been approved under Title 9, 
Code of Federal Regulations (9 CFR), Section 71.20. 


“Verified Wildlife Risk Mitigation Plan” means a written plan that 
contains structural and management requirements intended to 
reduce the risk that a herd will become infected with bovine tuber- 
culosis that has been approved by the Department and verified by 
regulatory personnel to be in effect. 


All Zones for Bovine Tuberculosis within Michigan 


Livestock Inspection Check-Points 

All livestock transportation equipment (vehicles) and anyone trans- 
porting livestock shall stop at any posted Livestock and Plant 
inspection Point. Cattle or privately owned cervidae that are being 
transported shall be accompanied by documentation of the origin of 
shipment, copies of the animal's registration or permit, documenta- 
tion indicating the shipping destination and any other information 
necessary to demonstrate compliance with livestock movement 
requirements. Such documentation shall be produced upon the 
request by a law enforcement officer or the director. 


Modified Accredited Zone - This zone includes the entirety of 
Alcona, Alpena, Montmorency, and Oscoda counties. 


Cattle Identification Requirements 

Initial identification of cattle, including cattle identified for TB testing 
or issuance of movement certificates, must utilize an RFID electron- 
ic identification ear-tag and an official USDA aloha-numeric eartag 
(silver tag) Official identification tags are premises specific and 
may not be transferred to another premises or used on cattle not 
included in the herd on the premises to which the tags were issued, 
All cattle must be identified with official RFID electronic identification 
eartags and an official USDA alpha-numeric eartag (silver tag) prior 
to movement from a premises. 


Surveillance Testing Requirements 

All cattle herds shall complete an annual whole herd bovine tuber- 
culosis test of all cattle and bison 12 months of age and older, all 
non-natural additions of any age, and all goats or privately owned 
cervids 6 months of age or older that are in contact with the herd.

c) Receive a negative bovine tuberculosis test within 60 days prior 
to movement. 


* Cattle less than 2 months of age may be movec if they originate 
from a herd that has completed a whole herd test within 12 months 
prior to movement. 


* Cattle may be moved directly to a United States Department of 
Agriculture Food Safety Inspection Service approved slaughter 
plant, or through one Michigan licensed livestock auction market to 
a United States Deparment of Agriculture Food Safety Inspection 
Service approved slaughter plant, without meeting the tuberculosis 
movement testing requirements.

c) Steers or spayed heifers are required to only have a negative 
bovine tuberculosis test within 60 days prior to movement, 


* Cattle less than 2 months of age may be moved if they originate 
from a herd that has completed a whole herd test within 12 months 
prior to movement. 


* Cattle may be moved directly to a United States Department of 
Agriculture Food Safety Inspection Service approved slaughter 
plant, or through one Michigan licensed livestock auction market to 
a United States Department of Agriculture Food Safety Inspection 
Service approved slaughter plant, without meeting the tuberculosis 
movement testing requirements, 


Post- E 

Effective January 1, 2012 a person who receives cattle from a herd 
located in the Modified Accredited Zone or the Modified Accredited 
Advanced Zone that does not have a Verified Wildlife Risk 
Mitigation Plan shall complete: a bovine tuberculosis test on the 
received 

cattle within 60-120 days from the movement date listed on the 
movement certificate. 

For movement certificates issued to a Michigan licensed livestock 
auction market, the owner identified as the purchaser on a move- 
ment certificate issued at the Michigan licensed livestock auction 
market, or the owner of the livestock saleyard for cattle that are not 
sold, are determined to be responsible for the testing.

Retesting of herds must be done within 21-27 months of the 
anniversary date of the whole herd test. The director will determine 
the date at which each herd must complete the first whole herd 
bovine tuberculosis test following ihe effective date of this order. 


Any cattle herds which meet the requirements to be designated as 
freezer beef herds are exempt from surveillance testing.

For movement certificates issued to a Michigan licensed live- 
stock auction markel, the owner identified as the purchaser on a 
movement certificate issued at the Michigan licensed livestock auc- 
tion market, or the owner of the livestock saleyard for cattle that are 
not sold, are determined to be responsible for the testing. 


If cattle that have not met the testing requirement are sotd or trans- 
ferred to another premises prior to the expiration of the testing inter- 
val, the person selling or transferring the cattle must notify the 
owner of the premises of destination of the testing requirement. 
The owner of the premises of destination of the sale or transfer shall 
be responsible for completing the required testing prior to the end 
of the testing interval. If the cattle have not been tested and cannot 
be located at the expiration of the testing interval requirement, the 
owner of the premises listed on the movement ceniticate or reper- 
mit shall be responsible for completing a whole herd bovine tuber- 
culosis test within a time frame determined by the Director based 
upon the situation and operation type at thal time. 


This testing requirement is effective for movements of cattle from 
any premises in the Modified Accredited Zone and Modified 
Accredited Advanced Zone for breeding purposes and for move- 
ments of all cattle from Modified Accredited zone townships desig- 
nated as having high apparent prevalence of bovine tuberculosis in 
wild white-tailed deer as determined by the director. 


Effective January 1, 2012 this testing requirement is effective for all 
cattle moved from any premises in the Modified Accredited Zone 
and Moditied Accredited Advanced Zone that does not have a veri- 
fied Wildlife Risk Mitigation Action Plan. 


Movement Testing, Certificate, and Owner/Shipper Statement 
Requirements 

The owner of any catlle moved from a premises within a 12 mile 
radius of losco County 24N O6E at the convergence of sections 22 
and 28, and within a 12 mile radius of Oscoda County 25N 04E sec- 
tion 22 must complete an official Michigan Owner Shipper 
Statement prior to movement for farm to farm sales. A copy of this 
Statement must accompany the animals upon movement, and a 
copy must be submitted to the Michigan Department of Agricutture 
within 7 calendar days of movement. An official Michigan Owner 
Shipper Statement is not required for cattle moved directly to a 
United States Department of Agriculture Food Safety inspection 
Service approved slaughter plant or a Michigan licensed livestock 
auction market, 


Other than stated above, no tuberculosis testing, official movernent 
certificate, or official Michigan Owner Shipper Statement is required 
to move cattle from other areas of the zone within the bovine tuber- 
culosis free zone, or to other zones within Michigan.
